Overall, in its 15 
previous Take Back events, 
DEA and its partners have 
taken in almost 10 million 
pounds — nearly 5,000 tons 
— of pills. 

This initiative addresses a 
vital public safety and pub- 
lic health issue. Medicines 
that languish in home cabi- 
nets are highly susceptible 
to diversion, misuse, and ab- 


use. Rates of prescription 
drug abuse in the U.S. are 
alarmingly high, as are the 
number of accidental poi- 
sonings and overdoses due 
to these drugs. 

The Substance Abuse and 
Mental Health Services Ad- 
ministration’s National Sur- 
vey on Drug Use and Health 
shows year after year that 
the majority of misused and 
abused prescription drugs 
are obtained from family 
and friends, including some- 
one else’s medication being 
stolen from the home medi- 
cine cabinet. 

In addition, Americans are 
now advised that their usual

Electrify your ride finale: 
Charging with RMLD’s 
Time-of-Use rate 


READING — While it’s 
not the only option, many 
plug-in electric vehicle 
(PEV) owners opt to 
charge their vehicle at 
home for convenience. 
Most PEVs come with a 
connector that allows you 
to plug your vehicle into a 
standard 120-volt house- 
hold outlet, known as AC 
level 1 charging. 

Owners also have the 
option of installing a 240- 
volt AC level 2 charging 
station at their home to 
achieve a faster charge. For 
more on charging, see our 
previous article: https:// 
www.rmld.com/electric- 
vehicle-rebate-programs/ 
pages/how-and-where- 
charge-your-plug-electric- 
vehicle. 

Charging your PEV at 
home will increase your 
electricity use, but offers a 
benefit in that the cost per 
kWh provided by the 
RMLD is typically lower 
than most network charg- 
ers. As the number of 
PEVs in the area continues 
to grow, widespread vehi- 
cle charging also has the 
potential to affect RMLD’s 
peak electricity use, known 
as peak demand. 

Peak demand occurs 
when many homes and 
businesses use large 
amounts of electricity at 
the same time. If you’re 
familiar with RMLD’s 
Shred the Peak program 
(https://www.rmld.com/ho 
me/pages/shred-peak), 
you know that peak elec- 
tricity is expensive, affect- 
ing power supply costs 
and customer bills. 

To that end, controlling 
peak demand is a key con- 
sideration for RMLD as 
PEV adoption grows in 


our area. 

The good:news is, RMLD 
offers an alternative rate 
called Time-of-Use (TOU) 
which benefits customers 
who shift the majority of 
their electricity use to off- 
peak hours, all while help- 
ing RMLD control the 
overall high cost of peak 
demand. This rate encour- 
ages customers who own a 
PEV to charge their vehi- 
cle during: off-peak hours 
to help save money on 
their electric bill and keep 
peaks down. 

Conveniently, most PEVs 
allow owners to control 
charging from the car (or 
its app), so owners can 
plug the car in and set it to 
start charging at a certain 
time. Current research al- 
so states that most PEV 
owners are already charg- 
ing their cars overnight, 
so little behavior change is 
required at this time. 

Here’s how it works: ra- 
ther than one rate that 
applies to all hours of the 
day, Time-of-Use has a 
higher rate during on-peak 
hours when electricity is in 
high demand, and a lower 
rate during off-peak hours 
when electricity is less in 
demand. The time-of-use 
rate helps customers save 
money on their electric bill 
if less than 25 percent of 
their usage occurs during 
on-peak hours. The actual 
amount saved will depend 
on the distribution of on- 
peak versus off-peak 
hours. 

On-peak hours are Mon- 
day through Friday from 
12 p.m. to 7 p.m., excluding 
holidays. Off-peak hours 
include weekends, holi- 
days, and all other hours 
not considered on-peak. 
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The TOU rate requires a 


different type of meter, so } 
the customer charge is ; 


slightly higher, and cus- 
tomers are asked to stay 
on the rate for a minimum 
of one year. 

The TOU rate is available 
for residential, commer- 
cial and industrial RMLD 
customers.

People from all over 
New England get their spooky 
fix for fright every Halloween 
visiting the sights of Salem. 
‘But as you would, or perhaps 
auld not expect in a place 
like New England that is rich 
with history, that more than a 
rumor or two exists about 
many. properties being haunt- 
ed all over New England. 
Whether you are a true believ- 
ey, or a mere schoffer, if you

{Located in nearby Lowell, 

he Old Worthen House on 141 

Northen St. was built in 1889, 

and is Lowell’s oldest tavern. 
This. unique triangled shaped 
Huilding has been frequented 
by such famous names as Jack 
Kerouac and the horror clas- 
sic author Edgar Allen Poe. 

:Perlaps Poe could be chan- 
eledsby patrons and employ- 
ees alike as some have claim- 
ed tosee a rocking chair and 
old teddy bear move in the 
attic by itself, or witness a 
heavy tequila bottle fall to the 
floor again and again, but 
never break. Rumor also has 
it that the ghost of a nine-year 
old boy who fell to his death 
from an open window haunts 
the halls of this historic tav- 
ern. the only spirit you may 
encounter will come from a 
bottle, but the warm friendly 
atmosphere that is drenched 
with “history is more than 
enough to “drink up.” 

The Lizzy Borden House, 
locatéd at 230 2nd St. in Fall 
River; is the site of the infa- 
mous‘Borden murders. As the 
childhood rhyme recalls, “Liz- 
zy Borden had an ax, Gave 
her -father 40 whacks, When 
she isaw what she had done, 
Gave-her mother 41.” 

Lizzy Borden was accused of 
the gruesome murders of her 
father, Andrew, and stepmoth- 
er, Abby, i in 1892. Even though 
evidence strongly pointed to 
Lizzy as being the perpetrator, 
she was acquitted of all char- 
ges by a jury of all men. The 
thinking of the time was that a 


woman could never have per- 
formed such a violent crime, 
and no one else was ever 
charged. 

The Borden home is now a 
Bed and Breakfast and muse- 
um. Guests anxious to have a 
haunted experience have re- 
ported being awaken by hands 
brushing against their feet, 
lights flickering, unexplained 
voices and apparitions sighted 
gliding from room to room. It 
seems the Bordens have not 
found their final resting place 
yet, so don’t expect to get 
much rest yourself if you are 
spending the night at this his- 
toric bed and breakfast! 

The Concord Colonial Inn, 
located across from Monu- 
ment Square in historic down- 
town Concord, was built in 
1799 on property that was used 
to store weapons during the 
Revolutionary War. It was 
once called home by Henry 
David Thoreau and his family, 
and in 1855, it became a boar- 
ding house. In 1900, it became 
an inn, and a reputation for 
hauntings has grown over the 
years, especially in room 24. 

Even though many curious 
guests request to stay in this 
room, it has been said that 
some staff members have re- 
fused to enter the room be- 
cause of reports of books fly- 
ing off the shelves, power sur- 
ges, and of course, apparition 
sightings. You can let your 
imagination run wild about 
the revolutionary events that 
have taken place in beautiful, 
historic Concord, but Sam 
Adams, the larger, may be the 
only spirit you encounter on 
your visit! 

Longfellow’s historic Way- 
side Inn, 72 Wayside Inn Road 
in Sudbury, was made famous 
by Henry Wadsworth Long- 
fellow in 1863 when he used 
the Wayside Inn as the setting 
for his book of poetry, “Tales 
of Wayside Inn.” 

But it is not just age and his- 
torical importance that brings 
fame to this property, it is also 
the tale of the Wayside Inn 
Ghost. The inn has a warm 
and inviting atmosphere, but 
rumor has it that the ghost of 
former owner Jerusha Howe is 
still enjoying her beloved 
home. 

The Wayside was originally 
built by the Howe family as a 
farmhouse in 1707, and be- 
came an inn about 1716. It was 
handed down for generations 
until the last of the Howe fam- 
ily line, Lyman Howe and his 
sister, Jerusha. Neither sib- 
ling ever married or had 
heirs. Jerusha was known as 
the “Belle of Sudbury,” be- 
cause of her skill and love of

music and art. She famously 
owned the first piano in town, 
and some say her ghostly 
piano playing can be heard in 
the middle of the night at the 
inn. 

Little is known about Jeru- 
sha’s romantic life, but sup- 
posedly she was engaged to an 
Englishman who had returned 
to England to make arrange- 
ments for their wedding, but 
he never returned. She re- 
mained at the inn, lovingly 
attending to the guests of the 
Wayside with her brother until 
her death at the age of 45 in 
1842. It is rumored that she 
died of a broken heart. 

Jerusha’s ghost is believed 
to be spending time in her 
bedroom she used during her 
mortal life, room #9. Guests 
have reported smelling her 
citrus perfume, or feeling her 
sweep past them on the stairs.

The rumor of a haunting has 
created a custom at the Way- 
side Inn, referred to as The 
Secret Drawer Society. Notes 
reporting ghost encounters 
are stuffed into cracks and 
crevices in room 9 for other 
guest to read and enjoy, some 
dating back decades ago. 

You be the judge if the 
Longfellow Wayside Inn is 
haunted or not, but either 
way, it is a historic treasure, 
boasting beautiful grounds, a 
fine dining restaurant; and old 
time tavern, overnight accom- 
modations, a gift shop, and 
historical museum. No: won- 
der Jerusha Howe’s spirit 
doesn’t want to leave! 

If you take a tongue and 
cheek attitude with you, you 
will have a lot of fun exploring 
these historical sites this fall 
season, and really get into the 
“spirit” of Halloween.

Cornish, New Hampshire is 
the site of sculptor Augustus 
Saint-Gaudens’ home and stu- 
dio, dating back to the late 
1800s. Saint-Gaudens was an 
Irish born, American immi- 
grant who studied sculpture 
and art in New York City. 
Saint-Gaudens traveled and 
apprenticed all over Europe 
and won his first commission 
for a Civil War monument, 
hailed for its realism, in 1876. 

As his fame grew, Saint- 
Gaudens taught and shared 
his pioneering approach of 
integrating sculpture with 
landscape design and archi- 
tecture as a way to highlight 
large artistic works. Some of 
Saint-Gaudens most iconic 
sculptures include the Sher- 
man Monument in New York’s 
Grand Army Plaza in Manhat- 
tan, Abraham Lincoln in Chi- 
cago’s Lincoln Park and the 
Shaw Memorial, a cast of 
which sits across from the 
Massachusetts State House on 
the edge of the Boston . 

The Shaw Memorial com- 
memorates the 54th Regiment 
of African American Volun- 
teers in Boston during the 
Civil War, and was the inspira- 
tion for the movie about that

regiment, Glory. The sculp- 
ture is considered to be the 
greatest public monument in 
America, according to the 
Park Service website. 

A visit to the Saint-Gaudens 
National Historie Site is a bit 
of a hike, but a lovely ride into 
the upper Connecticut River 
Valley. Plan for a two hour ride 
taking you up near the 
Vermont border, south of White 
River Jun: on. The property 
is best viewed in the spring, 
summer and early fall months 
when the gardens are lush and 
the house and outbuildings are 
open-late May to late October. 
A modest fee is charged as 


part of the National Parks Ser- 
vice, though National Parks 
passes are honored. 

Saint-Gaudens’ home is 
named Aspet, the place where 
his father was born in France. 
The 1817 Federal style brick 
house was improved by Saint- 
Gaudens when he moved there, 
transforming the property over 
the years int 
studio Space ana 
ity. A visitor center, classroom 
area, trails, galleries and sta- 
ble showcase different exhibits 
about life in the 1800s and 
Saint-Gaudens’ work. 

The grounds are lovely to 
walk around with trails wind- 


ing through 80 acres of white 
pine. This is New Hampshire’s 
only National Park, and the 
least visited in ‘the country. 
The exquisite sculptures col- 
lected in one location are truly 
monumental in terms of hom- 
age they pay to the Civil War, 
and to Saint-Gaudens in gen- 
eral. 

The area became quite the 
artist retreat in the early 1900s, 
garnering the title of “the 
Cornish Colony.” Painter Max- 
field Parrish, novelist Winston 
Churchill, sculptor Paul Man- 
ship, President Woodrow 
Wilson, architect Ellen Ship- 
man and many more were part 
of the collection of artistic 
minds who spread out over the 
area into the small towns 
around Cornish. 

Given the proximity to New 
York City, artists were able to 
access the retreat area by 
rail, and enjoyed access to 
nature and inspiration. 

Make a plan to visit the 
Saint-Gaudens Historic site 
next spring. In the méantime,

achieve proficiency in aca- 
demic, social, and civil 
goals.

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A Fire pours forth from the First Baptist Church of Wakefield after it was struck by light-

WAKEFIELD — A massive 
fire at the First Baptist 
Church in Wakefield has left 
the church in ruin with dis- 
belief from passers-by this 
morning in the Wakefield 
Center area. 

Woburn fire crews assisted 
at the scene 

The church steeple, accor- 
ding to witnesses, was hit by 
lightning last night and the 
fire quickly engulfed the 
entire church. . 

The white church was an 
iconic landmark in the Wake- 
field Center area for nearly 
150 years. 

The fire, witnesses said, 
started at about 7 p.m. and 
there were no reports of in- 
jury despite the fact a class 
was being conducted in the 
church at the time. 

Wakefield Fire Chief Mi- 
chael Sullivan told WHDH- 
TV more than two dozen and 
more than 100 firefighters 
battled the blaze. He’ de- 
scribes the First Baptist 
Church building as a "total 
loss." 

Sullivan also says a group 
was inside the church when

By JAMIE POTE 
Sports Editor 
jamiepote@hotmail.com 
STONEHAM - Last

~The Wildcats went on to 
lose» to a strong Billerica 
team on Saturday before 
coming back to tie 
Stoneham, a team that had 
defeated them the first go- 
around back earlier this 
month. 

The 1-0 win over Wakefield, 
the 2-0 loss to Billerica and 
the 1-1 tie with Stoneham 
puts the team's overall 
record at 3-10-4 with one 
game left against a very 
potent Watertown team, who 
the "Cats defeated in a ter- 
rific game about a month 
ago, 2-0. 

Monday's game _ with 
Stoneham was basically the 
tale-of the team's season. 
The-“*Cats missed several 
vood scoring bids early on, 
including nailing the cross- 
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bar on one bid. 

"We ‘moved the ball good 
and we controlled large 
chunks of time (with posses- 
sion)," said head coach 
Steve Scanlon. "That was a 
fluky goal that they got. We 
don't seem to catch a break. 
We get the head-ball goal or 
the one that went off the 
pipe and if either one of 
those went in, like any team 
you are.more confident, you 
get up. 

“Tt was good to see the kids 
come back and pop that goal 
to start the second half to tie 
it up.

While the inability to finish 
off scoring chances on a 
consistent basis was the

WHS Hall of Fame Profile 


Stewart part of three successful programs and four league championships) 


By JAMIE POTE 
Sports Editor 
jamiepote@hotmail.com 
WILMINGTON - There's 
less than 100 individual ath- 
letes in the Wilmington High 
Sehool Hall of Fame. 
Athletes have been compet- 
ing at the school since the 
1920 and 30s mostly in foot- 
ball, basketball and baseball 
in male sports and then field 
hockey on the female side 
before many other sports 
were eventually added later 
on. You could guess that the 
percentage of athletes that 
have made the HOF in over 
almost 100 years of competi- 
tion is probably about one 
percent which is mind-bog- 
gling when you think of 
those who have been induct- 

ed 


To get inducted you need to 
be one of the all-time best. 
You obviously need the tal- 
ent and abilities, the coach- 
es and teammates to drive 
you, but you also need to be 
a 'gamer'. You need to have 
the smarts, the desire, the 
drive and certainly the 
intensity to be better than 
the other 99 percent. 

Greg Stewart had all of 
that. While his numbers, 
stats and accomplishments 
are certainly impressive, but 
what made his the elite ath- 
lete was the fact that every 
team he played on excelled 
and won. During his seven 
cémbined years playing var- 
sity football and basketball, 
those teams combined for a 
record of 95-16, while he was 
part of four league champi- 
onship teams, as well as the 
2004 Football team that was 
undefeated and advanced to 
the playoffs for the first time 
since 1976, before losing to a 
powerful Hingham team. 

Over his four years at the 
high school, Stewart fin- 
ished with nine varsity let- 
ters, was named all-confer- 
ence three times, played in 
two Agganis All-Star Games, 
received various team 
awards, was named the Ding 
Driscoll and Joe Woods 
Award winner by the school, 
was named to two Lowell 
Sun All-Star teams and was 
also named the Town Crier's 
Male Athlete in 2007. 

A graduate of 2008, Stewart 
was a lay-up choice to be 
inducted with this year's 
class on Saturday, 
November 3rd. 

"When I learned of the 
other inductees, I was hon- 
ored to be a part of this elite 
group of athletes," said 
Stewart. "This year's induc- 
tion class is filled with not 
only exceptional athletes, 
but great people who I saw 
as leaders outside of the ath- 
letic fields as well as on the 
fields." 

Stewart played football, 
basketball and _ baseball. 
Football was easily his best 
sport. He was the only fresh- 
man at the time to earn a 
varsity letter, seeing signifi- 
cant time on special teams 
and defense. That team fin- 
ished 10-1. As a sophomore, 
he: was the team's starting 
eornerback, helping the 
Wildcats finish 12-1. 

As a junior, he was a wide 
receiver, cornerback and did 
all of the place kicking 
duties and was named as a 
Cape Ann League All- 
Conference selection. The 
team finished with just one 


loss that season and one 
individual highlight included 
catching three touchdown 
passes in a win over 
Tewksbury on 
Thanksgiving. 

As a senior, he was part of 
another 10-1 season, which 
included beating Tewksbury 
on Thanksgiving and he was 
again named to the CAL All- 
Conference team. It was the 
fourth straight win over the 
Redmen at the time and it's 
believed that Stewart is the 
only football player in the 
history of the program to be 
a part of four Turkey Game 
wins. The football team went 
40-5 during his four years. 

“I think Greg is just a 
great all-around athlete,” 
said former coach Bob 
Almeida back in 2006. “You 
get an appreciation for what 
he can do between baseball, 
basketball and football. He 
has exceptional speed, well I 
would really call it very 
good speed, but he combines 
that speed and quickness 
with his size and strength 
and that’s very rare in the 
league. He has that tough- 
ness, he can jump, he sure 
can tackle and he’s an 
exceptional blocker. 

“Obviously he can catch 
the ball as a receiver. The 
yards he gets after the catch 
is phenomenal. He’ll turn a 
seven yard catch into a 25 
yards very quickly. He has 
that ability to go up and get 
the ball on every play." 

During his senior year, 
Stewart led the team in 
receptions with 32 for 572 
yards, while he also had 54 
carries on the ground. He 
was second on the team in 
scoring that season with 91 
points, including 8 touch- 
downs, three conversions 
and 21 PATs. 

The biggest highlight of his 
senior season included 
catching a TD pass from his 
younger brother Steven, who 
was a sophomore at the 
time. 

“Catching that touchdown 
pass from my brother was 
pretty awesome and it’s 
something I’ll never forget,” 
said Greg back in 2006. 
“Going into the season I was 
pulling for my brother (to 
get the starting position). 
And as much as I didn’t 
want to see someone get 
hurt, I was glad to see him 
get a chance to play. I was 
just proud to catch that 
touchdown pass. I knew he 
had it in him.” 

Greg's immediate family 
all have football ties. Steven 
also had a terrific career at 
WHS in the same three 
sports and went on to play 
football at Bentley College. 
Their father Jim was an 
exceptional athlete at WHS 
and is also a Hall of Famer. 

"My father was and forever 
will be someone I admire, 
respect, and work to emu- 
late,” said Greg. “My father 
is well known throughout the 
Town of Wilmington and 
beyond and has too many 
accolades to write down. I 
feel that I do not know even 
half of those accolades as he 
is the last person to ever talk 
about himself or his own 
achievements. He has 
always been the hardest 
working human being I have 
ever met. In addition to his 
highly important expecta- 
tions within his professional 
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career, my father has been 
involved in a number of 
other groups/duties that 
require his time and atten- 
dance. Despite how much 
responsibility my father had 
outside of the family, I can- 
not remember a single game 
from little league baseball to 
my college football games 
that he was not in atten- 
dance for. I cannot articu- 
late the significance of hav- 
ing my father at all of those 
games especially knowing 
that he had numerous other 
things going on that many 
other parents would have 
made the priority. Dad 
always took time and made 
it a priority to be in atten- 
dance at those events. He 
also took the time to teach 
me and my siblings the right 
way of doing things both on 
the athletic fields and off. 

"Knowing that my father 
was always in the stands, 
made me work and play that 
much harder. My father is 
the most honest human 
being I have ever met. I 
knew that if I took a play off, 
did not put forth my best 
effort, made a bad decision, 
or did not represent the 
team, school, or family well 
that I was going to hear 
about it from him. On the 
other end of the spectrum, I 
knew that if I played a great 
game, worked to my poten- 
tial, was a great teammate, 
made a good play, etc. that I 
would hear about those 
things also. Dad provided to 
perfect balance of construc- 
tive criticism and positive 
reinforcement that all peo- 
ple need in order to be suc- 
cessful. 

"More important than ath- 
letics has been the example 
my father set on being a 
good person. My father 
leads by example and has 
shown me what it means to 
be a man and how to treat 
others. I have tried my hard- 
est to model my life and 
actions based on the lessons 
he has taught me over the 
course of my life. This, more 
than anything else, has been 
the single most important 
influencer in my life." 

The unwavering family 
support didn't stop just with 
Dad - certainly Greg's 
mother Mary was in his cor- 
ner every step of the way 
from t-ball to playing foot- 
ball at Tufts University. 

"My mother made huge 
sacrifices in order for my 
brother, sister (Jennifer), 
and I to participate in sports 
from a very young age,” said 
Greg. “Whether it was prac- 
tices, games, camps, etc. my 
mother always made sure 
we were at our respective 
events and prepared to com- 
pete. More importantly than 
simply getting us to the 
events, my mother was a 
great motivator. My mother 
taught all of us the meaning 
of grit and how to compete 
aggressively in order to 
achieve success. Work ethic 
was also at the forefront of 
her parenting style and at a 
very early age she instilled 
in me a work ethic, that to 
this day, is my biggest 
strength. 

"Although she was incredi- 
bly important to our athletic 
success, my mother instilled 
in us the importance of edu- 
cation; athletics came sec- 
ond to schooling. We/I knew 
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Greg Stewart will be inducted into the Wilmington High School Hall of Fame on November 
3rd. Among his high school athletic highlights included a strong career in basketball... .

that if our grades did not 
meet her expectations then 
there would be no sports to 
engage in. Not only did she 
set this expectation, but she 
played a huge role in taking 
time to work with me on spe- 
cific school items that I 
needed help in. Her expecta- 
tions on education and being 
well-rounded have been the 
most important factor in any 
success I had at WHS and 
beyond. I owe everything to 
my mother and use the les- 
sons she taught me when I 
was young in everyday life 
today." 

Besides excelling on the 
football field, Greg was also 
pretty darn good in basket- 
ball and baseball. In hoop, 
he played for Jim McCune 
and the two of them thrived 
off competition and intensi- 
ty. The two shared three 
Cape Ann League titles and 
three state tournament runs 
together. Greg was named 
the MVP of the annual 
Knights of Columbus 
Basketball Tournament his 
senior year and was selected 
to play in the Agganis All- 
Star game. 

Stewart was exceptionally 
defensively and just brought 
toughness and an attitude to 
the court each and every 
night that hasn't been seen 
here basically since he left. 

“Greg just brings that 
mentality to the team that I 
love,” said McCune back in 
2006. “He’s just a digger, a 
hustler and a scrapper. He’s 
only 5-foot-11 but he plays 
like he’s 6-foot-4. He takes on 
all comers and that’s proba- 
bly the one thing I really like 
about him. He’s playing the 


four spot which is not a glo- 
rious position, but he’s going 
to have the scraps that are 
left over and get the hustle 
points and the rebound 
points. 

“I think Greg is everything 
you want in a student-ath- 
lete - good academically, 
good athletically and he’s a 
team player especially for 
us. He doesn’t have a glory 
position. He goes from being 
a high profiled guy in foot- 
ball to one of these guys that 
goes in the corner and beats 
people up on our team. He’s 
very versatile and he’s con- 
sistent.” 

On the diamond, Stewart 
was a converted starting 
pitcher to a closer. After the 
team went 3-17 during his 
sophomore season, the 
Wildcats earned a trip to the 
state tournament for the 
first time since 2001. 

“I went from starter to 
closer and I actually liked 
that,” said Stewart back at 
that time. “I don’t throw a 
lot of curveballs. I throw 
hard and I think that was 
going to come in after some- 
one like Tom Miele or Brian 
Caira who threw a lot of 
curveballs and off-speed 
stuff and for me to come in 
and throw a little harder.” 

Wilmington missed the 
state tournament in his sen- 
ior year, finishing 7-13. That 
season ended his playing 
days at WHS, and as he 
looks back on wearing a 
Wildcat uniform, he said 
there's countless number of 
people to thank for making 
those days as enjoyable and 
successful as they were. 

"The Hall of Fame selec- 


tion is a huge honortine a 
validation of my efforts on 
and off the field during’ my 
time at WHS," he said. 
"What makes me most exeit- 
ed about the induction is the 
opportunity to publicly 
thank certain people- who 
have made positive impacts 
on my life, not just in athlet- 
ics, but as a gt sand a 
man.

Bozzella made her own points as a superior three-sport athlete 


By JAMIE POTE 
Sports Editor 
jamiepote@hotmail.com 
WILMINGTON - Today 
athletes who excel in three 
different high school sports 
has become a= rarity. 
Nowadays, student-athletes 
seem to put all of their eggs 
in-one basket, trying to play 
year-round in the one sport 
they believe they are the 

best at. 

Back from 2003-2007, 
Wilmington High had one of 
the better three-sport ath- 
letes to walk through the 
doors as Brianne Bozzella 
was outstanding in both soc- 
cer and basketball, and also 
had a respectful track-and- 
field career. In fact, between 
her athleticism, speed, 
endurance and all-out maxi- 


mum effort every time she 
competed, Boz certainly 
would have excelled in other 
sports as well. 

Bozzella graduated in 2007 
and finished with 11 varsity 
letters. In soccer she led her 
team in scoring her junior 
and senior seasons and still 
today ranks seventh all-time 
in points. 

In basketball, she played 
point guard and during her 
senior year, she was instru- 
mental in the program's 
best season in the history of 
the program. 

Then in track-and-field, 
she was part of the 4x400 
relay team which at the time 
broke a program record 
(since been broken). 

She was a three-sport cap- 
tain, a Town Crier Female 


Athlete of the Year, once in 


high school in 2006, and ~ 


another time during her col- 
legiate career while playing 
soccer at UMass-Lowell. Boz 
was a two-time Cape Ann 
League All-Star in both bas- 
ketball and soccer and was 
part of two league champi- 
onship teams in soccer, as 
well as that magical hoop 
season in 2006-'07. 

"Brianne Bozzella is one of 
the most well-rounded three 
sport athletes to come 
through Wilmington High 
School," said her soccer 
coach Sue Hendee. "In addi- 
tion, she was an outstanding 
student ranked in the top fif- 
teen percent of her high 
school class, member of the 
National Honor Society, and 
made the Honor Roll every 


semester of her high school 
career." 

Bozzella, who unfortunate- 
ly can not make the HOF 
Induction Night, was asked 
how she found out that she is 
among the best of all-time. 

“(Hall of Fame Committee 
member) Sheila (Burns- 
Barry) tried calling me sev- 
eral times one day and I 


‘kept ignoring it because I 


didn’t recognize the phone 
number,” said Bozzella, who 
now resides in San Diego. 
“Then I finally caved and 
answered one of her calls 
later that night. Safe to say I 
was pretty surprised! What 
an honor, I couldn’t have 
been more excited.” 

In soccer, Bozzella finished 
her career with 29 goals and 
13 assists. She was a part of 


the 2003 and '04 Cape Ann 
League Championship 
teams, and through her four 
years, the team had a com- 
bined record of 44-28-7 and 
made four trips to the post- 
season. 

While there may be ath- 
letes who are better in their 
own individual sport, I feel 
that Brianne is the best 
overall athlete, and a stand- 
out in each sport,” said Sue 
Hendee back in 2006. “She 
has great fitness, intensity, 
competitiveness, strength, 
and skill. She is also a team 
oriented player who will do 
anything to help her team 
win. Not only will she be 
hard to replace as our lead- 
ing scorer, but her leader- 
ship on the field will be 
missed as well.” 


In basketball, Boz came a 
long way - especially when 
Keane took over as head 


coach heading into her jun- “ 


ior year. She played with 
much more poise ahd ‘ran 
the offense.

"Boz is the reason my bas- 
ketball career even began," 
said Vitale. "When we were 
in the fourth grade, she 
strategically recruited her 
‘tallest friend' to her town 
team, and the rest is history. 
We played recreational 
league, middle school, AAU, 
and eventually high school 
together.We always had that 
"best friend connection' on 
the court, always knowing 
each other's next move. We 
put in endless hours of off- 
season training, practicing, 
and playing together; moti- 
vating each other and keep- 
ing eachother accountable. 
Therefore, it only seems 
right we are sharing this 
honor together. She has been 
a key player in my success 
on and off the court for the 
past twenty years." 

That connection was evi- 
dent during their four-year 
careers at WHS playing the 
first two years for Al Duffett 
and the final two for Jay 
Keane. During the 2005-'06 
season, the basketball team 
reached the sectional semi- 
finals, before making the 
leap the following year to 
the sectional final, losing an 
absolutely epic game to 
Pentucket Regional. Before 
playing Pentucket, 
Wilmington defeated the No. 
1 seed and previously unde- 
feated Winthrop Vikings in 
another thriller. 

"One of my favorite top 
team memories was playing 
the undefeated Winthrop 
team at Salem High School 
during the semi-finals," she 
said. "It was a nailbiter 
game all the way to the end, 
a total team effort, and it 
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one and only Coach Keane. 
This was a victory that led 
us to the North Finals at the 
Tsongas Arena. It wasn't 
just the game I remember 
about that day at the 
Tsongas. I remember Coach 
Keane stopping our bus 
before the entrance to the 
arena, and told us to take a 
look and 'take it all in’. I 
don't think I appreciated 
that moment as much then 
as I sure do now. 

"IT also remember the sup- 
port of WHS; family, friends, 
the entire community all in 
white t-shirts, holding signs, 
cheering the loudest out of 
any other team's fans. Even 
though the end score of that 
game wasn't in our favor, 
it's those moments I will 
remember forever." 

Vitale finished her career 
with 1,137 points. She scored 
208 as a freshman, 311 as a 
sophomore, 304 as a junior 
and 314 as a senior. In her 
freshman season, she scored 
20 points in a 71-70 home win 
over Ipswich and 21 points in 
a win over Concord-Carlisle. 
In her sophomore season, 
she lit Concord-Carlisle up 
with 32 points and also 
scored in double figures in 
17 of the team's 20 games. 

As a junior, she had 20 
points in the championship 
game of the Watertown 
Holiday Tournament, 24 
points in a huge win against 
North Andover and finished 
in double figures in 17 of the 
team's 22 games. 

During her senior year, she 
was named the Cape Ann 
League's Player of the Year, 
a Boston Globe and Boston 
Herald All-Scholastic. In 
addition, she was a three-

"We actually took time to 
prepare our scout team indi- 
vidually and have them run 
(Stoneham's) offense, but 
it's tough to do that in a cou- 
ple of days especially since 
they are so big and physical 
upfront. That number 26 
(Christos Argyropoulos) is 
just a handful. He is just a 
big, tough runner. This 
(game) was a tough one - 
they are very good." 

On the third play from 
scrimmage, Argyropoulos 
went 53 yards untouched for 
the score. The conversion 
rush failed. Later on in the 
first quarter, Jonathan Neal 
went for a 43-yard touch- 
down with Argyropoulos get- 
ting the conversion rush.
